As  we  are  gathered  here  tonight,  each  preparing  to 
follow  his  own  vocation,  I  can’t  realize  that  our  four  mem¬ 
orable  and  exciting  years  at  Ellsworth  are  rapidly  drawing 
to  a  close. 

What  a  sight  we  must  have  been  on  that  bright  Septem¬ 
ber  day!  Those  great  big  seniors  already  had  us  classed  as 
unruly,  unbalanced,  unnecessary  and  underprivileged  fresh¬ 
men  —  all  125  of  us.  They  should  see  us  now.  We  felt  that 
we  were  an  extremely  promising  and  talented  group  all 
ready  to  descend  on  Ellsworth  Memorial  High  School. 

Those  impressive  seniors  decided  to  throw  a  party  for 
us  polite  little  freshmen.  Being  polite,  we  honored  them 
with  our  presence  at  the  annual  Senior  Get-Together.  Those 
seniors  entertained  us  in  fine  style.  Don’t  you  remember 
those  Fou  Fou  Girls  (?)

After  a  short  summer  we  returned  to  Ellsworth  as 
ruly,  necessary,  and  privileged  sophomores.  Our  first  order 
of  business  was  to  elect  the  following  class  officers:  John 
Ellsworth,  president;  George  Nevers,  vice  president ;  Janet 
Stoddard,  secretary;  and  Dotty  Lou  Morris,  treasurer. 

On  the  evening  of  October  15  the  Sophomore  Indians 
gave  an  Indian  Party  for  the  freshmen.  It  was  our  turn  to 
honor  those  new  freshmen  and  to  make  them  feel  at  home. 
The  Indians  whose  combined  efforts  made  the  Pow-wow  a 
success  were  Cecelia  Balf,  Lucinda  Belden,  Ronald  Benicak, 
Marilyn  Burnham,  Charles  Butler,  Jean  Ellison,  Ruth 
Hallowell,  and  Beverly  Sandone. 

Our  class  showed  its  ability  in  a  pantomime  assembly 
when  two  members  of  our  class,  Janet  Stoddard  and  Wayne 
Besaw,  led  us  to  victory  over  the  seniors  by  pantomiming 
the  titles  of  books,  movies,  songs  and  television  shows.  We 
certainly  were  proud  when  we  won  that  contest. 

Members  of  our  class  again  represented  us  when  Ed¬ 
mund  Watson  and  Marilyn  Burnham  were  chosen  King 
and  Queen  of  the  Wonderland  dance  sponsored  by  the 
seniors. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  exciting  and  memorable  event 
of  our  sophomore  year  occurred  in  the  University  of  Con¬ 
necticut  gym  when  the  Ellsworth  Bobcats  outclassed  Windsor 
Locks  and  won  the  C.I.A.C.  basketball  tournament.  The  52- 
33  victory  made  Ellsworth  the  first  team  in  Connecticut 
basketball  history  to  win  seven  Class  C  championships. 

As  spring  rolled  around,  it  was  time  for  the  honors 
to  be  passed  out.

Next,”  included  Lance  Stoker,  while  Coach  McMillian’s 
play  "Tea”  featured  Nancy  Harrington.  Mrs.  Esther  Bond 
directed  the  satire  on  radio  dramas  entitled  "Soap  Opera” 
which  presented  two  more  juniors,  Marjorie  Krawski  and 
Richard  Burnham. 

We  received  $79.94  as  winners  of  the  ticket  selling 
competition  for  the  event.  This  amount  based  on  a  per 
capita  average  added  to  our  slowly  growing  treasury. 

As  far  as  athletics  are  concerned,  we  certainly  upheld 
the  reputation  of  Ellsworth.  It  was  such  athletes  as  Russell 
Anderson,  Joe  Burns,  Steve  Hopkins,  Bernard  Krawski, 
Robert  Mullen,  George  Nevers,  and  Lloyd  Roberts  who 
participated  in  the  various  sports. 

Our  girls  were  also  interested  in  sports  with  Maureen 
Kenny,  Bertha  Jarvis,  and  Judy  Smith  leading  the  list  in 
girls’  basketball,  while  Marilyn  Burnham,  Jean  Ellison,  and 
Jeanne  Martin  acted  as  team  managers. 

"Boy,  am  I  hungry!”  was  the  cry  of  Janet  Stoddard  as 
she  came  into  the  cafeteria.  She  reached  her  hand  into  her 
lunch  bag,  screamed,  and  pulled  her  hand  out  with  a 
surprised  look  on  her  face.  She  had  found  a  towel  instead 
of  a  sandwich.  The  moral  of  this  story  is  "Don’t  take  your 
towels  to  lunch.  They  just  don’t  taste  good.” 

Do  you  remember  the  mysterious  case  of  the  missing 
cat?  During  one  of  the  parties  Bob  Milkie  heard  the  timid 
cries  of  a  cat  as  he  entered  Room  11.  Bob  to  the  rescue. 
After  a  thorough  search  he  discovered  a  black  cat  in  the 
ventilator. 

The  spring  was  crowded  with  activities  and  the  out¬ 
standing  juniors  and  seniors  were  honored  at  the  annual 
All-Ellsworth  Night  banquet.

Outstanding 
members  included  were:  Bruce  Martin,  Richard  Burnham, 
Marjorie  Krawski,  Janet  Maizon,  Gerald  Baxter,  and 
Edmund  Watson. 

About  this  time  we  were  all  looking  forward  to  the 
New  York  trip  which  was  going  to  take  the  place  of  a 
Junior  Prom.  Incidentally  the  East  Windsor  High  juniors 
invited  us  and  the  entire  Ellsworth  student  body  to  attend 
their  first  prom. 
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At  8:54  A.M.  on  April  20  the  juniors  boarded  the  train 
at  the  Hartford  station  and  headed  for  New  York.  It  was 
the  first  train  trip  for  several  of  our  cohorts.  After  three 
hours  of  card  playing  and  singing  we  arrived  in  a  drizzly 
New  York  City.  Lunch  was  first  on  the  agenda.  According 
to  the  schedule,  sve  were  to  eat  at  the  automat,  but  it  was 
too  crowded.  We  were  off  to  find  a  slightly  less  crowded 
restaurant.
